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Changing Nebraska 


At the beg inning of the present century —or 
in 1900—Nebraska prided itself on being a three- 
crop state. It produced corn, wheat and oats 
in substantial q uantities. 
Then the shift toward div ersification of its 
ag ricultural prog ram beg an. Alfalfa became ex ­ 
ceeding ly popular as an inv aluable adjunct to 
liv estock. Production of sug ar beets caug ht hold 
in central and westeni Nebraska. The first com­ 
mercial fruit orchards along the Mis.souri Riv er 
bluffs put in an appearance. 
We asked a pioneer ag riculturist who has kept 
a clo.se ey e on Nebraska farms la.st week if he 
thoug ht Nebraskan.s on the farm had done a 
g ood job in seeking to div ersify their efforts 
to stabihre the occupation on which they rely 
for a liv elihood. 
The an.swer wa.s not delay ed. He said this 
stat« has made the most of div ersification when 


factor of soil and climate are taken into con­ 
sideration. 
Afer the first enthusiastic turn to alfalfa, Ne­ 
braska’s acreag e dropped off to 600,000 acres. 
Now it is back to 2 million acres. More recently 
the planting of soy beans has occupied an im­ 
portant role in the state’s farm prog ram. Sorg ­ 
hums hav e taken hold. Some of the earlier 
crops, notably commercial potatoes and com­ 
mercial fruit orchards, hav e fallen off — the 
former because of low prices and the latter 
nev er fully recov ered from a sav ag e early fall 
blizzard. 
But if it is any con.solation to Nebra.skans to 
know that div ersification has been g iv en ev ery 
opportunity to prov e it.self, then one who by 
v irtue of position and observ ation is q ualified 
to pass judg ment insi.st.s that a whale of a g ood 
job has been done here.

Mr. Molotov may not hav e been .so happv 
when g reeted in Omaha during a brief stop 
there by a band of Lithuanians, But he wowed 
them in Chicag o. He produced the g reatest 
traffic jam that g reat city has known in y ears, 
and he had a larg e crowd with its hearts in its 
mouths when he chose to stroll across a busy 


street in the face of onrushing traffic. By the 
time he had reached Chey enne, he was all 
smiles, and when a representativ e of the Den­ 
v er Post presented him with a ten-g allon hat 
he responded in a sy rupy ex pression of thank- 
fullness no one would hav e suspected he was 
capable. 
Now if any one has the idea that Mr. Molo­ 
tov has g one soft and will finish the full week 
of fe.stiv ities as fin e of the members of a big , 
happy family , we sug g est that they chang e 
their ideas of it. The purpose of Molotov 's v isit 
i.s .simply to further Ru.ssia'.s interests, and 
thoug h the words may be different and their 
deliv ery chang ed, actually there has not been 
one sing le shift in permanent Russian policy . 
It i.s g ood, howev er, to duscov er Mr. Molotov 
posses.ses a mellow, heartwarming « mile.

An 
appro x imate 20 miles abo v e the to wn o f 
Manhattan, ho me o f the Kansas State Agricul­ 
tural Co llege and a mo st attractiv e co mmunity , 
in the v alley o f the Big Blue Riv er which fo r 
the mo st part flo ws in Nebraska, the Co rps o f 
Army Engineers has been engaged 
in prelimi- 
nary 
co nstructio n o f what is kno wn as the 
Tuttle Creek Dam. It was designed primarily 
to pro tect Kansas City fro m flo o d damage. It 
wo uld fill a dual-ro le, ho wev er, by pro v iding 
the same serv ice fo r Manhattan. 


In the strug g le between adv ocates of small 
dam s v ersus big dam s, Tuttle Creek althoug h 
relativ ely a sm aller undertaking has made the 
columns of most American newspapers. There 
hav e been thousands and thousands of words, 
pro and con, printed about it in the daily press 
and in the mag azines. There is 
militant oppositicm to the Tuttle 
Creek Dam. In the reserv oir 
area back of the 60-foot dam, a 
Swedish 
community 
tills 
the 
productiv e soU, a rich and prosperous commun­ 
ity which built its own m arketing center and 
which at the peak of the depression in the 
’thirties had the will and determination to build 
a mag nificent place of worship by the sweat of 
the brows of the m embers of the cong reg ation. 
As the chairm an of a Missouri Basin study com­ 
mission, including three members of the United 
States Senate, three House mem bers and four 
other civ ilians, we held hearing s on Tuttle Creek. 
We saw that beautiful church which was lo­ 
cated in the heart of the reserv oir area. We 
saw the old cem etery where fiv e g enerations 
of a Swedish community slept the eternal sleep. 
It was not difficult to understand the deep de­ 
v otion which these people shower upon their 
land, and their reluctance to pull up stakes and 
bid farewell to it. After fiv e g enerations hav e 
looked upon it as home, the roots g o deep. And 
it has been the women who hav e foug ht hardest 
ag ainst the construction of Tuttle Creek. 


The o ppo sitio n was so spirited as to pro duce 
a po litical miracle in Kansas. Fo r the first 
time in its histo ry , the First Kansas Co ngres­ 
sio nal District sent a Demo crat to Washingto n 
to represent it in Co ngress, a Republican Co n­ 
gress. It defeated him last fall and returning 
to Its lo ng-established traditio n, sent a Repub­ 
lican back to Washingto n to represent it In a 
Demo cratic Co ngress. The Demo crat talked a 
Republican Co ngress into deny ing funds fo r a 
co ntinuance o f wo rk o n Tuttle Creek. Lo and 
beho ld, a Republican serv ing in a Demo cratlc- 
co nro lled Co ngress—he himself o ppo sed to Tuttle 
Creek saw this present Demo cratic Co ngress 
g iv o Tuttle Creek $5 million I 


Without undertaking to set forth the arg uments 
bearing upon the merits or the weaknesses of 
Tuttle Creek, I am q uite certain its ex istence 
or its absence would not hav e counted for a 
g reet deal one way or another in protecting 
Kansas City from the stag g ering losses suffered 
in the g reat flood of 19.61. 
The Kaw, before the Blue 
joined it, carried a max i­ 
mum of 493,000 second-feet 
flow. That’s a lot of water, 
the result of one of those storms of the cen­ 
tury which dumped from 12 to 22 inches of 
rainfall upon ev ery sq uare foot of the 6,000- 
sq uare-mile v alley of the Kaw. And ov er the 
crest another Kansas stream , the M arais des 
Cy g nes, pumped more than 500,000 second-feet 
into the swollen Missouri some distance below 
Kansas City itself. To paraphrase an old saw, 
“Them who do not want, must accept—and them 
that wants find themselv es out in the cold, cx it- 
stretched hands em pty .”

And there in comparativ ely few words, it can 
be added, is an ex ample of incredible non­ 
sense, sheer bunk and poppy cock such as one 
rarely encounters in these day s of free wheel­ 
ing and loose writing .

Yates plant has not been built, a fact the Herald 
recog nizes. It is a contract entered into by the 
Atomic Energ y Commission at President Eisen­ 
hower’s direction under the term s of which 
priv ate capital will build a 600,000 kilowatt 
power plant at West Memphis, Arkansas, at a 
cost of $107 million. Under the term s of that 
contract, unless they hav e been chang ed, Dix on- 
Yates is assured of a return of nine per cent 
on its inv estment. The Dix on-Yates contract 
will increase the cost of power supplied to TVA 
substantially , the critics of the contract charg e, 
and there are other phases of it under fire by the 
people of the TVA reg ion. 
If memory is correct, the sam e issue of the 
Herald which contained this editorial also car­ 
ried a news story to the effect that the people 
of Memphis, rather than to be saddled with the 
Dix on-Yates contract, will build their own steam 
plant.

he poured on the public relations. 
Small-town newspaper editors from 
the heart of America were person­ 
ally inv ited by the secretary of 
state to come to San Francisco, 
Church people, racial g roups, la­ 
bor g roups, women’s club presi­ 
dents, all g ot personal inv itations 
from Ed to come to the deliv ery 
room m San Francisco and sec 
the peace of the world born. 
Possibly Stettinius carried 
it 
too far, but basically Ed was rig ht. 
The peace of the world and the new 
machinery for keeping the peace of 
the world had to be founded on 
people, their hopes, their fears, 
their dread of war. 
Hope was hig h at that tim e - 
brig ht, fresh, unq uenchable hope.

Finally it ev en made slig htly 
g lamorous the crusty ung lamorous 
person of Molotov .

That business of wig g ling y our 
toes when y ou wake up in the 
morning does not work. 
Perhaps 
y ou 
rem em ber that, 
sev eral weeks ag o, a London doc­ 
tor made q uite a stir with an ar­ 
ticle in a doctoring journal ad­ 
v ising people to wig g le their toes 
when they woke up in the morning , 
before g etting out of bed. He im ­ 
plied that it m ade y ou feel better. 
Well, it do esn’t. 
The reason I hav e not comment­ 
ed before this is that I believ e in 
g iv ing new ideas a fair trial. S» me- 
tim es there are kinks to be ironed 
out, like there were the first morn­ 
ing I woke up and wig g led my 
toes. I g ot a cram p in the sole 
of my left foot. After that I sort 
of wav ed my toes, instead of using 
an all-out wig g le, and thus av oid­ 
ed a cram p on succeeding morn­ 
ing s. 
•fr "(r •(r 
In case y ou hav e been toy ing 
around with the idea of toe wig ­ 
g ling to improv e y our health and 
m ake 
e a c h 
morning ’s 
sunrise 
brig hter, there are some thing s y ou 
oug ht to know. It is impc» sible here 
to list all of the pitfalls I hav e en­ 
countered in almost six weeks of 
wig g ling , so y ou will hav e to be 
satisfied with the hig hlig hts. 
Abo v e all, men, nev er wiggle 
y o ur to € .s until y o ur wiv #s hav e 
go tten 
o ut 
o f 
bed. 
Remember 
that y o u are apt to be sleepy , 
and y o ur feet might be o v er o n the 
o ther side o f the bed, and that a 
wife who is awakened by hav ing 
her feet tickled is apt to haul o ff 
and kno ck y o u thro ugh the nearest 
windo w. That can bring o n co n­ 
siderable disco mfo rt, 
and 
mo re 


particularly if the window is on the 
second floor. 
Also, if y ou 
sleep with y our 
windows open, be careful not to 
wig g le y out toes in an up-and-down 
motion. Use a sideway s w'ig g le. The 
reason for this is that the up-and- 
down wig g le ev entually works the 
cov ers down to the f(X)t of the bed, 
and y ou catch penumonia, 
•¿r ir w 
If y our family possesses a dog , 
and if y our wife sends the dog to 
wake y ou in the morning (as mine 
sometimes does), nev er wig g le a 
toe while the dog is in the bedroom. 
Dog s seem to believ e that any 
wig g ling motion beneath 
a bed 
cov er indicates a mortal enemy , 
and they attack. Most of them 
hav e sharp teeth, and I hav e dis­ 
cov ered that it is hard to put y our 
shoes on ov er a larg e bandag e on 
y our big toe. 
If y ou persist in toe wig g ling 
after all this, nev er, nev er, nev er 
g et fancy about it. In other words 
do not try to wig g le y our toes in 
circles, with the ones on each foot 
g oing in opposite directions. This 
I adv ise out of bitter ex perience, 
for I tried it, and all at once 
there was a series of popping 
sounds. I had dislocated 10 toes. 
The real, down-to-earth trouble 
with toe wig g ling as a before-ris­ 
ing ex ercise, thoug h, is that it does 
not achiev e the adv ertised purpose 
of making y ou feel better. There 
is only one way to feel g ood about 
it when y ou wake up early in the 
morning , and that is to g o back 
to sleep. You just can’t do it, if 
y ou hav e to concentrate on toe 
wig g ling .

Ly ndon Johnson’s lead­ 
ership of the Senate that he is 
in dang er of becoming a v ictim of 
his own v irtuosity . This in turn will 
endang er his party . 
The majority 
leader has just 
demonstrated ag ain his enormous 
technical proficiency in two impor­ 
tant v otes within 24 hours. Both 
will be helpful to Democratic cam ­ 
paig n orators nex t fall. 
Where 
Republicans 
had 
com­ 
placently ex pected to put across a 
watered-down housing bill, Johnson 
snatched v ictory from defeat for the 
Democratic prog ram by masking 
his real streng th and by brilliant 
parliam entary maneuv ering . Then 
he whooped throug h on a v oice v ote 
the Democratic dollar-an-hour min­ 
im um wag e as ag ainst the ninety 
cents preferred by the President. 
Admiring 
spectators 
sug g ested 
that all that rem ains is for him to 
do his nex t trium phs to music. 
But the brutal truth is that the 
audience fo r brilliant po litical tech­ 
nique is relativ ely limited. It is 
almo st co nfined within the walls 
o f the Capito l and mo st certainly 
includes v ery few o f the to ting 
public. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
In a Johnson presentation, there 
are no heroes (Democratic) and no 
v illains 
(Republican). The 
GOP 
president 
is 
rarely 
mentioned. 
There is little or no interesting con­ 
v ersation, much less real debate. 
The roll calls which separate the 
men from the boy s are held to a 
minimum. 
Inev itably the result muddles the 
party lines. It also makes for dull­ 
ness and lack of public interest. 
It is not an easy way . Johnson 
plans and plots and spends liter­ 
ally hours on the telephone, ex ­ 


plaining , 
persuading , 
concocting 
and cajoling . He knows most sena- 
ators better than they know them­ 
selv es. 
But the public sees no ne o f this. 
What has been hard to achiev e, 
lo o ks easy and so cheap it can 
scarcely hav e the v alue attached to 
it that Demo crats require fo r suc­ 
cess in 195 6. 
When the minimum wag e was so 
suddenly and suav ely enacted, sen­ 
ators came out of the chamber 
laug hing . But 
the best 
political 
brains among the Democrats so­ 
berly confessed that it would hav e 
been better if the^ had been able 
to cast loud, clear ay es for the 
record and perhaps rev iew the long , 
hard strug g le for any minimum 
wag e at all. 
Johnson discourag es debate. He 
arg ues he can lose his one v ote 
m ajority if one Democrat fails to 
dig est his lunch properly and is in 
a captious mood. 
One result is a lot of learned 
discourse on the triumph of mod­ 
eration in Washing ton. The truth is 
that the Democratic leadership in 
the Capitol is running the Presi­ 
dent’s politics because the Presi­ 
dent has so larg ely adopted the 
New Deal prog ram and that the 
Republican rig ht is helpless to in­ 
terfere because they need Eisen­ 
hower nex t y ear.

At the same time that senato rs 
are 
disco uraged 
fro m 
enlarging 
upo n the reco rd and the issues, 
their leaders co mplain when Dem­ 
o crats o utside the Co ngress lift up 
their v o ices. Bo th the present na­ 
tio nal chairman, Paul Butler, and 
his immediate predecesso r, Stev e 
Mitchell, are assailed fo r talking 
to o much.

ly . While no public officials are 
say ing they are ag ainst the build­ 
ing , it is sig nfcatnt that none of 
them is making much of an issue 
out of this major project. 
If any proposal is v iewed as a 
really g ood thing and something 
the tax pay ers want and will sup­ 
port, there are g enerally those pub­ 
lic officials who are q uick to sense 
the situation and support the mat­ 
te r at hand. It is a little like the 
old political “ band wag on” idea 
—the desire to be on the side 
of a g ood thing . 
There are a number of thing s 
which mig ht make city and coun­ 
ty officials shy away somewhat 
from the proposed joint building . 
While hig hly recommended by the 
study committee, there is a lot of 
thoug ht that both the city and coun­ 
ty can g et by for a number of 
y ears y et without a new building . 
True, operations in a new building 
would be more efficient but that 
is a factor that is hard to set 
forth in dollars and cents. 
it iJ 


And while operations can con­ 
tinue in ex isting facilities, there 
are other needs that are hard to 
put off. Much more criticism comes 


from a bad coui^y bridg e or a 
narrow city street full of holes than 
would come from the fact that both 
the city and county leg al depart­ 
ments maintain law libraries when 
only 
one 
would 
be 
necessary 
in a joint operation. Similarly , prop­ 
erty owners in the path of Ante­ 
lope Creek 
floods 
are 
probably 
much more concerned ov er the 
'inadeq uate little bridg es ov er that 
stream than they are ov er the 
fact that they hav e to pay their 
tax es ev ery y ear at two places. 
These and many other thing s 
are at least a part of the reason 
why 
May or Clark 
Jeary 
would 
not attempt to place the city -coun­ 
ty building on a priority list with 
other city needs. There is no doubt 
about it, a new city -county building 
is needed and many sav ing s would 
be realized throug h it. The diffi­ 
culty is that the building is only 
one of a host of needs, many of 
them which will undoubtedly ap­ 
pear to officials as being much 
more pressing . 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
In the end, the proposal for a 
city -county building is bkely to be 
sifted down to one thing — money . 
There simply is not enoug h money 
to meet all the demands for serv ic­ 
es on the part of g ov ernment to­ 
day . The city has a $6.60,(K)0 street 
improv ement need and a $9 8 .(Kmi 
budg et There is probably a $4 or 
$.6 million total storm sewer need 
with about $2.3 niilliun in the kit­ 
ty for that purpose. Sanitary sew­ 
er needs top the million dollar mark 
with no funds av ailable. Ex tensiv e 
park i m p r o v e m e n t prog ram s 
hav e been recommended but no 
money is on hand to finance them ^ 
A new main library building is bad­ 
ly needed but no one has y et found 
the answer to the financial problem 
inv olv ed. 
On top of all these m ajor items 
are such thing s as the need for 


an ex panded pollrtt force, Increased 
adm inistrativ e costs, routine re­ 
placement of eq uipment and sup­ 
plies, 
essential capital 
improy e- 
ments to keep up ex isting facili­ 
ties and many olher fields and ac­ 
tiv ities (rf g ov ernment that makt* 
up the normal annual operation of 
a city and county . 
Most of the current backlog of 
pressing projects is due to two 
thing s—the city ’s g rowth and the 
lean y ear.s prior to 19.10 when prac­ 
tically no 
major 
improv ements 
were undertaken. It has been Lin­ 
coln’.s ex perience that the y early 
g rowth does not add to the tax 
funds in the same proportion as it 
adds to demands. This constant-slip­ 
ping back coupled with past inac­ 
tiv ity has broug ht the city where 
it is today .

LONDON—In the brilliant speech 
he made accepting nomination to 
the speakership of the House of 
Commons, W. S. Morrison stressed 
the balance between order and 
freedom that must be maintained 
in a Democratic society . 
No one can doubt that Britain 
has achiev ed that balance and that 
this is one reason these island peo­ 
ple hav e come throug h the long 
ordeal that beg an 
in 
1914. 
But 
there is another balance which 
m ust be struck in a society that 
continues to liv e and g row, and 
it is here that the returning v isitor 
is left with certain doubts. 
This is the balance betw'een tra­ 
dition and prepress—between the 
forces that help to conserv e the 
best of the past and the forces that 
m ake for g rowth and chang e with 
ex panding 
opportunity 
at ev ery 
lev el of the s<x ;iety . 
The v isito r perched in o ne o f 
the narro w, cramped galleries o f 
the Ho use o f Lo rds at the state 
o pening o f a new parliament can­ 
no t but be impressed with the 
splendid weight o f traditio n. The 
dim chamber is a mass o f co lo r, 
the peers In their scarlet and 
ermine ro bes, the peeresses in full 
ev ening 
dress 
with 
tiaras 
and 
jewels. Then, as mo mentarily the 
lights are lo wered, silence settles 
do wn and the tabards and the her­ 
alds precede their mo narch into 
the hall.

In this framework of tradition 
Eng land rose to world pow'er and 
domination. The cement of this 
sam e tradition has helped in the 
transition which has seen so much 
power and wealth sheared away . 
Since another reig ning q ueen stood 
on that same dais the empire—In­ 
dia, Burma, Cey lon—has larg ely 
g one. Most of Britain’s ov erseas 
inv estment was ex pended in World 
W ar II. The competition for m ar­ 
kets once taken for g ranted is re­ 
lentless. 
Yet within the traditional fram e­ 
work so carefully cherished much 
of the substance of the past has 
been 
conserv ed. 
The 
countries 
that once formed the empire are 
now almost all v oluntary members 
of a commonwealth that has Lon­ 
don as its g uiding center. 
Without the power once so cas­ 
ually ex ercised, 
the 
whole 
ap­ 
proach to the world has had to be 
altered and here ag ain tradition 
has been important. 
The opening 
of parliament, mov ed ahead 
be­ 
cause of the railway strike, fell 
on the q ueen’s official birthday 
when the birthday honors are tra­ 
ditionally announced. 
The list of those honored took 
nearly two full pag es in the Lon­ 
don Times and the honors cov ered 
ev ery field of endeav or, science, 
diplomacy , business, war. 
Here 
was reward for work well done, an 
incentiv e rooted in the traditional 
past. 
A knig hthood went to Humphrey 
Trev ely an, a career diplomat of a 
family long disting uished intellec­ 
tually in Britain, who has for two 
y ears been charg e d’affaires to the 
Chinese Communist g ov ernment in 
Peiping . That has been a difficult, 
isolate(i and in many respects an 
unpleasant post. He was rewarded 
because he serv ed with skill, dis­ 
cretion and patience in the face 
of snubs and indifference from the 
suspicious and often hostile Chi­ 
nese. 
That Is ho w the sy stem wo rks 
to make fo r sacrifice, lo y alty , the 
use o f intelligence and a reso urce­ 
fulness fo r the co mmo n go o d. The 
do ubt enters in o n the sco re o f 
whether this sy stem is really ex ­ 
pandable in terms o f the urgent 
need if Britain Is to play the part 
o f co unselo r and mediato r In the 
Western alliance, a ro le fo r which 
her 
past 
ex perience 
eminently 


q ualifies her. It Is a q uestion per­ 
haps of whether the pie is to be 
div ided a different way or whether 
there Is to be more pie. 
The trade unions, for ex ample, 
are still operating under the psy ­ 
cholog y of unemploy ment and the 
need to safeg uard ancient priv il­ 
eg e. 
On the business side, last y ear 
saw a fairly sharp drop in the rate 
of capital inv estment while div i­ 
dends continued to rise, indicating 
a return to the practice that pre­ 
v ailed betw'een the wars of taking 
almost ev ery thing out and putting 
v ery little back to modernize and 
ex pand production. 
The rate of 
inv estment 
has ag ain 
beg un to 
rise, but a considerable part of 
the rise is accounted for by inv est­ 
ment in 
the 
nationalized indus­ 
tries—coal 
and railway s—which 
had been so long neg lected under 


priv ate monopoly ownership. 
There are those who say frankly 
that ex pansion, g iv en the narrow 
contex t of this crowded island and 
its limited 
resources, is 
simply 
not possible. They may be corrin t. 
But the v isitor is bound to say 
that it sometmes seems as thoug h 
the effort were merely to patch up 
the past with the cement of tradi­ 
tion ladled in g enerously to cov er 
up the g aps. A g reat many people 
seem so pleased at hav ing the 
iiast, or a fair facsimile of the 
past, restored that they do not 
want to be bothered. 
It seems fairly ev ident that a 
patched-up past will not do in this 
beg inning phase of a new era. That 
is 
the 
lesson 
W'hicK 
must 
be 
learned sooner or later if Britain 
is to play a leading part in the 
Western alliance.
